WOMEN VOTERS OF U. S. TO MEET 


LONDON, Aug. 8.—A party of forty well 
dressed suffragets interrupted the morning 
service at St. Paul's cathedral today by 
chanting a prayer in behalf of Mrs. Emme- 
line Pankhurst. Ushers ejected the women 
from the edifice after a scuffle, in which sev- 
eral chairs were upset. 

The disturbance took place during the 
singing of the litany. When the words 
Show Thy pity to all prisoners and cap- 
tives’ were reached the women, who had 
front seats in the center aisle, chanted loudly: 
“Save Emmeline Pankhurst. 

Spare her, spare her. 

Give her light and set her free, 

Save her, save her, 

Hear us while we pray to Thee,” . 


_ Chant Despite Ushers’ Protests,

singing. When the women began their chant 
ushers hurried toward them from all parts 
of the cathedral, while numerous members 
of the congregation remonstrated with the 
disturbers, telling them to remember they 
were in church.

WOMEN VOTERS TO MEET. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 3,—With a pro- 
Sram headed with an address by Miss Jane 
Addams of Hull house, Chicago, the Na- 
tional Council of Women Voters, represent- 
ing nearly 4,000,000 enfranchised women, is 
to hold a three day conference in the national 
capital next week. Representatives from the 
ten states where women vote are expected 
to be present.

sion of woman suffrage in the United States. 

A feature of the announced program ig to 
be an informal hearing on Aug. 14, before 
the house rules committee, on the creation of 
a woman suffrage committee in the house, 
similar to the one already existing in the 
senate, A resolution for the creation of 
such a committee has been pending for some 
time. 

Denver Women Demand Offices.

CALL OUT MILITIA | 
TO END RIOT; 4 DIE 


Officials of Yuba County, Call- 
fornia, Stain in Hop Field 
Strike Fight. : 


SIX PERSONS WOUNDED. 


Sacramento, Cal., Aug. 8.—Five companies 
of militia left here tonight for Wheatland, 
Yuba county, thirty miles away, where 400 
striking hop pickers started a riot today 
when their demands for higher pay were re- 
fused. 

E. T. Manwell, district attorney of Yuba 
county, a deputy sheriff and two strikers 
were killed in a pistol battle with the riot- 
ers, and the sheriff, constable, and six other 
persons, including two women, injured. 

Adjutant General Forbes, who started at 
once for Wheatland, was empowered by the 
governor to declare martial law in the dis- 


trict. 
Demand Increase in Wages. 

According to reports reaching here from 
Wheatland, the hop pickers held a meeting 
at noon today and formulated demands for 
increased wages. All were employés of the 
Durst ranch, which lies partly within Wheat- 
land township. 

Durst and Constable Anderson attended 
the meeting. When Durst refused their 
demand the men became abusive. Anderson 
sought to placé a leader under arrest. He 
was disarmed and beaten, but escaped and 
telephoned Sheriff George H. Voss of Yuba 
county for help. 

Voss gathered a posse and hastened to 
Wheatland by automobile from Marysville, 
the county seat. Manwell accompanied him. 
When the machines reached Wheatland, 
Voss and four deputies approached the 
rioters, who had gathered near the Durst 
ranch house. Voss sought to pariey with 
them. Abusive language was hurled at him 
and he seized one man and started toward 
the motor cars.

The deputies made a charge and a volley of 
shots was exchanged. Manwell, standing 
by the automobiles, and 8.

Nels Nelson, a wealthy 
farmer; Constable Anderson, two women, 
and three men bystanders were wounded. 

Several shots, it is reported, were fired into 
Voss’ body as he lay unconscious on the 
ground. 

The driver of the sheriff's automobile was 
the only man in the car to escape the bul- 
lets. He jumped in the machine and fied. 

After the firing stopped the survivors of the 
posse were permitted to gather the dead and 
injured and take them away. They has-

Washington, D. C., Avg. 3.—.Special.]— 
After two weeks of incessant agitation, the 
one certainty of the Mexican situation is that 
there will be no armed intervention by the 
United States. The Wilson administration 
now is a unit of opposition to any step in that 
direction. 


President Wilson is willing and eager to 


help Mexico help itself. It is expected that 
in a few days he will offer the good offices of 
the United States toward the set ent of 
the republic's internal dissendions. The 

president hopes that factions will accept the 
offer, but if they do not, there will be no in- 
tervention. 

If an election is held and a stable govern- 
ment established, it will be recognized, but 
if no election is permitted and Huerta re- 
mains in power, he will not be recognized by 
the American government. 


Huerta Edict Beclouds Issue. 
Official Washington read with keen in- 
terest the declaration of Aureliano Urrutia, 
the Mexican minister of interior, that Provis- 
ional President Huerta would not resign and, 


moreover, would brook no interference on the 


part of foreigners in his administration. 
This announcement of his determina: 
tion has beclouded the situation some- 
what and has spurred the Constitution- 
G@lists to further activity to obtain the repeal 
of the embargo on arms. They claim that if 
they do not get arms the revolution will be 
@ protracted struggle. With munitions of 
war, they say, they can quickly bring mat- 


. ters to a crisis. 


Spokesman for Constitutionalists. 

Gen. Eduardo Hay, who has been selected 
by the Constitutionalists as their spokesman, 
is now in Washington and will present this 
view to the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee during the present week. 

Having taken part in many battles, Hey 
is familiar with the military situation in 
Mexico and is prepared to answer all ques- 
tions as to the aims and aspirations of the 
revolutionists. 

Hay first came into prominence during the 
Madero revolution, when, as a young engi- 
neer of Scotch-Mexican parentage, educated 
at Notre Dame university, he took up arms 
against the Diaz government. He distin- 
guished himself in many of the early bat- 
tles, especially at Casas Grandes, Chihuahua, 
where he led a famous charge in which he 
was. wounded several times and lost his left 
eye. He was taken prisoner by the Diaz 
troops, but made his escape from a federal 
hospital under sensational circumstances. 

He was one of Madero’s chief officers and 
later was elected to the Mexican congress, 
being chosen speaker of the chamber of dep- 
uties for a short term. .

In 1907 Mr. Eliha Root practically com- 
pelled the five Central American states 
through their rep: esentatives in Washington 
to sign a convention for the establishment 
of a Central American court of justice.“ By 
this convention these countries agreed to 
constitute and maintain a permanent tribu- 
nal,” called the Central American Cou:t of 
Justice, to which they bind themselvs to 
submit all controversies or questions which 
may arise among them, of whatsoever na- 
ture, and no matter what their origin may 
be, in case the respective departments of 
foreign affairs should not have been able to 
reach an understanding.” 

The convention goes on to provide for the 
settlement by this court of every kind of 
dispute which can be conceived of. 

The Central Americans entered into this 
agreement because they had to. They did not 
expect, nor in most cases intend, that it 
should settle their differences. Time has 
shown them to -have been correct in their 
judgment. The United States could force the 
court on Central America, but unless they 
saw that ite proceedings were regular. ans 
then enforced its findings with the physical 
force of the United States, its findings were 
bound to be void. Men of the type of Cabrera 
are not going to be bound by treaties or 
promises. 


Sole Case Was “Framed.” 
There has been but one important case 
before this court. The judges came, each 
instructed as to how he should find. Nat- 
urally the case was a fa Even nature 
rebelled at the Yalsity of the whole thing and 
destroyed by means of an earthquake the 
peace palace at Cartago, Costa Rica, built 
by Andrew Carnegie. 
The inability of these governments to 
keep any agreement is shown by the fate of 
the Corinto compact of 1002. By this the 
different presidents agreed to nelp each 
other to remain in power. Within a short 
time they were plotting each other's over- 
throw as usual. Costa Rrca must be ex- 
cepted, as she keeps clear of the tangles of 
Céntral American politics. 
Mr. Knox's dollar diplomacy,” as ap- 
plied to Central America, meant loaning 
them money to settle their outstanding 
debts, thus removing the excuse for Euro- 
pean intervention. The loan was to be un- 
der American supervision to insure honest 
administration and to remove the chief in- 
centive for revolution, 1. e., the gaining of 
control of the government funds. 


Dollar Diplomacy Fiat Failure. 
This was the plan applied to Nicaragua. 
What was the result? There was a revolution 
against the party in power. The United 
States, to maintain order, had to send in 
a small ‘expeditionary force, which fought 
a small campaign. The result has been that 
the Nicaraguans claim that the United States 
interfered to hold in power a president and 
a party whom they did not want. and that this 
action was not for the best good of the coun- 
try and the general support of American in- 
terests as a whole, but merely for the best 
interests of the American bank. 


In other words, they consider that one 
American interest was powerful enough to 
bring about armed intervention in ite favor. 
This is the view takem throughout Central 
America and has created a fear of American 
investments not held before. 

In Guatemala the people feared this policy 
would simply mean that the country would 


i be concerned would reap the profit, while 
the country paid the bills without receiving 
any benefit. 

While Central Americans thought that Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Root did not always un- 
derstand them, they knew that their actions 
were governed by a desire to be just and to 
better conditions. Their feeling toward Mr. 
Taft and Mr. Knox was one of deep sus- 
picion. They considered them capable of 
anything to advance the power of special 
American interests. As a result dollar 
diplomacy” has been a failure as far as 
Central America is concerned. 


Guatemala Held Bad Example. 

Guatemala is the best example ot ihe failure 
of the policy of supporting a government in 
power wiih the idea that any staple govern- 
ment is better than constant revolution. 

Cabrera. having had an excellent example 
in the expulsion of Zelaya from Nicaragua of 
what the power of the United Sia.es was ca- 
pable of, has always endeavored to deceive 
and app ase Americar publicopinion. There 
is no disorder in Guatemala because no one 
dares cause any under the present system of 
terrorism. 

To that extent Cabrera's government may 
be calledastaple one. As such it has received 
the support of the United States. As a conse- 
quence the people of Guatemala feel that the 
boast of the American people of helping the 
downtrodden and of always wishing to see 
justice done is the emptiest this world ever 
bas heard. 

Are they not living under a tyranny as 
vile as the earth has even seen? Are they 
individually not only in danger of but actu- 
ally losing their liberty, their property, their 
wives and daughters, and their lives at the 
whim of a despot and his officials? Has the 
United States 8 ything to remedy this 
condition? No! pports Cabrera and 
lands troops in am hed to support an 
American bank.

The better class, which means at the same 
time the educated class, is generally in the 
minority. In addition they have notin their 
ideas of government progressed much beyond 
the feudal state. If their numbers permit- 
ted them to establish a government it would 
be a feudal one with no consideration for the 
mass of the people and plenty of privilege 
for themselves. This would age sure to bring 
about disorder. 


Can’t Expect Just W

This state of affairs is taken advantage 
of by the politicos, men of some education, 
often of considerable ability, who know how 
to gain a following. 

These men want the disturbed conditions, 
which exist at present, as it permits them 
to gain power which they always use in 
the most unscrupulous manner to fill their 
own pockets. 

They naturally detest and fear the United 
States and do everything they can to spread 
this dislike among the people. 

So far our application of the Monroe doc- 
trine has meant that we have refused to 
punish these creatures ourselves, we have re- 
fused to let Europe punish them, and we 
have by our protection enabled them to inflict 
themselves and their barbarous metHods on 


capped by the heritage of centuries of Span- 
ish misrule, need every possible chance and 
encouragement. 


Would Weloome Intervention. 

The peopie of Central America who feally 
want good government, and naturally there 
is a considerable number, are not at bottom 
hostile to the United States, nor would they 
bitterly oppose intervention. In fact, many 
of them would welcome it. They want it to 
be impersonal, however, to bring good gov- 
ernment and an end to present conditiona, 
not to be in support of some American in- 
terest, while at the same time leaving con- 
ditions practically as they are. In other 
words, they want intervention of the type 
which put Cuba and Puerto Rico on their 
feet, not that of Nicaragua. 
The people of the United States do not want 
to intervene in Central America. This, how- 
ever, does not alter the fact that conditions 
as they are cannot go on indefinitely. They 
must be made an end to. 
The opening of the Panama canal, with its 
consequent opening to the worid of much of 
Central America which is now far from the 
main lines of commerce, means the hasten- 
ing of that end. The people of the United 
States can take their choice. They must

The missing words at this point make it dif- 
ficult here to supply all the ideas, but it Is 
apparent that Nintu provided men with their 
existence and with their spiritual aspirations 
that they might commune with the gods and 
in the temples where they may learn the 
sublime commandments and precepts she 
mace perfect therein.“ 

It appears that Anu and Enlil were the chief 
gods of power, although they: were among 
seven of equal rank, the first being the god 
of heaven and the last being the god of the 
Nintu was not only the creator of 
mankind but the patron goddess for the pres- 
ervation of the human race. 

As in the narrative in Genesis, the gods 
are represented as coming down from heaven 
to earth and working with their hands. The 
first two cities are named after Anu and 
Enlil, and the rest are called after the other 
five gods. These were Numidad, Bad-nigar, 
Larak, who gave to Pabilharsag, then Ship- 
par, who in turn gave to Samas, the sun god, 
and the last to Shurrupak. 

After the names of the cities had been called 
the priests were assigned to them, and there- 
after that the people might live, the canals, 
the rivers, and the streams were created, and 
the country watered so that the grain might 
grow and the people were enabled to culti- 
vate their lands.

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 3.— [Special. -A 
newly discovered tablet, brought to this 
country from Babylonia, and now fn the mu- 
seum of the University of Pennsylvania, 
gives what is believed to be the first story of 
the creation as well as an account of the civ- 
ilization of the world in 2600 B. C. 

According to this story, which was written 
centuries before the Christian era, the world 
was created by a woman goddess. She was 
a brunette, because the account says that hes 
hair was black and that finally when the 
world became so wicked that it had to be de- 
stroyéd the male gods became angry at the 
female goddess and put an end to everything 


The only thing saved at that time was a 
man who collected his family and animals 
and these he placed in an ark. In fact, there 
are numerous ‘parallels between this story 
and that of the Book of Genesis. 


Thirty-seven years ago George Smith, 
English scholar and explorer, brought back .

RESULT OF TARIFF CHANGE. 


Inspectors Sent Abroad te Report on 
Conditions of Production. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 3.—[ Special, ]—All 
diseased and otherwise impure meats are 
to be barred from entry into the United 
States, according to a statement. issued to- 
day by Secretary of Agriculture Houston. 
Admission will be accorded only those meats 
‘ produced under conditions of supervision 
such as are enforced by the department of 
agriculture in. domestic packing houses. 

The secretary recently dispatched A. D. 
Melvin, chief of the bureau of animal in- 
dustry, and Dr. Edward C. Joas to South 
America and Australia to investigate and 
report upon the production of meats for ex- 
portation to this country. The removal 
of the tariff from meats and the increasing 
insufficiency of the domestic supply cause 
the department to anticipate large importa- 
tions. : a 

The move was misconstrued, however, 
hundreds of farm

Houston Explains New Regulation. 
The primary object of sending these in- 
spectors abroad is neither.to encourage nor 
to discourage the export of meat to the Unit- 
ed States but to make certain the depart- 
ment of agriculture understands fully the 
conditions under which meat offered for en- 
try into the United States is produced, 
slaughtered, packed, and shipped,” says 
Secretary Houston. The data gained by 
these inspectors will be directly useful to the 
government in seeing that meat offered for 
admission to the country conforms not only 
to the meat inspection act, but also to the 
food and drugs act which has recently been 
held to have jurisdiction in interstate com- 
merce over meat and meat food products. 
Armed with this information the depart- 
ment can codperate effectively with the seo- 
retary of the treasury in keeping out of the 
United States all meat produced from die- 
eased cattle; all meats slaughtered in in- 
sanitary establishments or tmproperly re- 
frigerated, packed and shipped, and all meat 
products prepared under conditions that 
would not be permitted in the federally in- 
spected establishments of the United States. 
Holds Inspection Is Necessary. 
“This foreign inspection of meat has be- 
come very necessary irrespective of changes 
in the tariff on meat, for the reason that since

In 1897 he was 
traded by the Giants to Cincinnat!, and 
remained there until 1908, when he was sold 
to the St. Louls Nationals. Jake played 
with the Cardinale until 1907, when Kansas 
City bought his release. After a season or 
two with Kansas City he returned to Hanni- 
bal as manager and first baseman of the 
Central association team. At present Jake

Going to Buy a Home. 


I guess there are many young couples in the 
same boat with us. We have been married 
three years and until the first of this year we 
lived up to every cent my husband made and 
we were always broke the day before pay day, 
but last fall I went to look at a cottage for 
rent and that could be bought for a small cash 
payment, so Small that it made me ashamed 
to think I had not saved a cent in three years. 
So I made up my mind that in another year 
we would be paying the rent money on @ place 
that would some day be our own, 

In January I started saving. I go downtown 
every other Wednesday, and my first stop is at 
the bank. Then 1 buy canned goods, soap, 
sugar, and bacon or a small ham and fresh 
meat for two or three days, as I can keep it 
this weather, and we are a long ways from a 
good market. 

They send a boy out every day, but if you 
order a pound of meat they will send a pound 


and a half and think you have to take it, and it 


is not so easy to order for two people as for a, 
large tamily. 

I also wish to state that I do not believe in 
running a bill at the grocery store, for you 
will get things that add 6 or 10 cents to your 
bill that you could well do without.

Wool Balls for Babies. 


Wool balls for babies are Made in this way: 
Cut out two cardboard disks about four inches 
in diameter, and cut out ‘circles in the centers 
about an inch and one-fourth in diameter. 
Placing the disks one on top of the other, wind 
yarn around the cardboard, winding from the 
hole in the center around edge, until the hole 
is almost closed up. Then cut open the wool 
at the edge of the circle, This will allow a 
cord to be slipped between the disks and tiea 
tightly around the wool in the center. This 
must be done carefully, so the yarn cannot 
be easily pulled out. Then tear the card- 
board disks in two and separate them from 
the yarn, fluff up the ball, and cut off any ends 
which may be sticking out. The balls are 
pretty made of pink, blue, yellow, green, or 
red yarn, and also mixed colors.

It is not always necessary to make a stock 
when we want to cook a vegetable in meat 
juice. Any leftover meat juice may be used, 
or a pound of meat may be cooked in à cas- 
serole with vegetables, for no other purpose 
than to get the juice for finishing the vege- 
tables. The meat may be cut up in little dice 
and later used in a diagonal layer across a 
mold of rice or macaroni. A little meat juice 
especially prepared in this way is what the 
Italians call sugo,“ and a great many of their 


dishes are cooked al sugo. 


Oui and tough meat gives a “sugo” of the 
finest flavor, and where people are so situated 
that they can get none but the poorer grade 
of meats, there is no way of using it that is 
both so satisfactory and so economical as that 


of giving their flavor to vegetables. 


‘Celery cooked in meat juice of good flavor, 
not the least trifle bitter, is a delicious vege- 
table, Besides being cooked in the meat juice 
it is often garnished with little parboiled 
discs of marrow, and thus a desirable fat is 

added to make it a more complete dish. 

' “Celery au jus” is the name commonly 
given to the vegetable cooked in this way, al- 
though little additions are made often, and it

CELERY BRAISED AU JUS I.—Prepare a 
dozen stalks of celery by cutting off the up- 
per part and leaving a portion between four 
and five inches long. Wash in many waters

It may be prepared in the following manner, 
although thickening the meat juice with butter 
and flour does not make as good a sauce to 
pour over it as one well seasoned with vege- 
tables (a little carrot is good), and then

CELERY BRAISED AU JUS II.—Choose the 
largest and whitest stalks possible. Take off 
the green branches and clean the rest, which 
should be about three fingers long. Wash with 
great care and let lie for a quarter of an hour 
in salted water, in order to drive out any 
worms that may have hidden in it. Tie in 
bundles of three or four pieces in order that 
the vegetable can be easily handled when 
cooked. Then blanch and braise. Garnish with 
carrots and onions in slices and with a season- 
ing bouquet.. When it is cooked take off the 
fat from the liquid in which it is cooked; re- 
duce it, and, in order to obtain a rich gravy, 
thicken it with a tablespoon of butter braided 


with a tablespoon of flour.
